After a Lively Fight 


JEROME FIERCELY ATTACKED 


Is Declared to Have ‘‘Disported Like 
a Horse on Parade With a 
Mimic Band.’’ 


ALBANY, April 6.—District Attorney 


Jerome’s Anti-Gambling bill, the object of 
which to compel Reginald Vanderbilt 
and Jesse Lewisohn to testify in proceed- 
ings to be begun against Richard A, Can- 
field, was passed in the Assembly to-day 
after a debate. of over four and a half 
hours by a vote of 93 to 47. The bill now 
goes to the Governor. 
’ Party lines were entirely obliterated. 
The public sentiment aroused in the up- 
State counties was the force which passed 
the bill. 

Assemblyman Arthur C. Wade of Chau- 
tauqua led the fight on the bill, and when 
it came up for final passage offered an 
amendment, to the effect that a. prose- 
cuting officer could not compel any per- 
s0n to testify against himself, or compel 
the production of books or papers without 
an order from the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Wade said he offered the amendment in 
perfect good faith. He declared that under 
the proposed measure Mr. Canfield could 
go to the District Attorney, testify against 
himself, and could not be _ proceeded 
against, 

Mr. Wainwright at once declared that the 
amendment would kill the bill, and it was 
defeated by 65 to 57.

EXPLAIN THEIR VOTES. 


Many who refrained from speaking to it 
before the roll call on final passage took 
occasion to explain their votes. Majority 
Leader Rogers of Broonie was one to adopt 
this course. 

Assemblyman Perham of New York 
moved to strike out the enacting clause, 
and Mr, Wainwright at once took up the 
defense of the measure. It was declared 
that the section of the Penal Code ‘relating 
to the prosecution of violators of the anti- 
gambling divisions as it exists to-day was 
* vuworkable.”’ 

Mr. Bostwick went into the legal phases 
of the bill. He declared he did not expect 
the ccnstitutionality of the bill to be chal- 
lenged,

‘It applies where an act has already 
been committed,”’ he said. ‘‘ We must put 
this thing on the highest and broadest 
level in order that the people shall have 
the highest reverence for the law. If you 
fail tu pass this Constitutional law against 
evildoers a wrong and undesirable impres- 
sion will be created in the public mind.

STRUCK LAWYER IN FACE.

Corgressman Declares Here That Chief 
Executive Was Angry and 
Caused the Arrest. 


WASHINGTON, April 6—A curious oc- 
currence at the White House which hap- 
pened ten days ago came to light to-day. 
It has been kept dark for séme reason by 
everybody concerned, and was revealed to- 
day by Representative Baker of Brooklyn. 

Andrew O. Nash, a Washingtonian, who 
was formerly active in Republican politics, 
called at the White House to lay before the 
President evidence which, as Nash asserted, 
would demonstrate that Mr. Babcock of 
Wisconsin was unfit to remain at the head 
of the Republican Congressional Committee. 
He had written, saying that he would call 
for that purpose at a certain hour on Sat- 
urday and asking for an interview. 

Nash sent in his card to the President. 
and immediately afterward a_ detective 
came out and placed him under ‘arrest as a 
lunatic. Nash was taken to Police Station 
No. 1, where he was detained, he says, from 
1 o’clock in the afternoon until 8 in the 
evening. He was examined as to his sanity 
by Drs. F. P. Vale and C. C. Marbury, who 
reported that he was sane, and he was ac- 
cordingly released. : 

The reason why he has kept the story 
dark, as given by his relatives, is that he 
did not wish his wife and son to know-of 
h’s arrest. Dr. Vale and Dr. Marbury, 
when asked about it, would not admit any- 
thing except that they had examined the 
man. Dr. Vale said: 

“As the man was dismissed, that ends 
the matter, doesn’t it?’’

At the sixteenth annual dinner of the

RUSSIA TO ECONOMIZE, 


Budget Estimates Cut Down-—Gloomy 
Easter in Czar’s Empire. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April.6.—The scheme 
for retrenchments in expenditure in conse- 
quénce of the war was gazetted to-day. 

It is proposed to devote the “free bal- 
ance” in the Imperial Treasury to war 
purposes and to increase the funds in 
the Treasury ‘by economies in the 
budget, especially in the civil estimates. 
The reductions will tota) $67,188,553, of 
which upward of $57,500,000 falls upon the 
budget of 1904. 

The reduction falls the heaviest on the 
Railroad Department, which loses $36,000,- 
000, including $25,000,000 for new roads. 
The Education Department is a small loser 
by $553,853, and the Foreign Office loses 
$576,352, of which $216,747 was for the pur- 
chase of an Embassy building at Wash- 
ington. 

The Paster holidays, the greatest reli- 
gious festival in the Russian calendar, be- 
gin to-morrow. All business will be sus- 
pended and all the Government depart- 
‘ments will be closed. 

Enormous quantities of delicacies are 
usually consumed during the festival, but 
the war this year casts a cloud over the 
rejoicing. The grocers, bakers, and butch- 
ers are complaining, and even the charity 
organizations will look in vain for a Golden 
waster, the people having given to the Red 
Cross Society, the navy, and other war 
funds the money they ordinarily would 
have expended on gorgeous feasts and 
presents. , 

Much of the customary brightness _ will 
also be lacking among the people. In their 
quaint, picturesque language they say: “It 
will be a Red Easter,’’=red for the blood- 
shed in the Far Fast. 

There is also a superstitious belief that 
the Japanese will make a desperate effort 
to take advantage of the Russian Army 
and Navy at this solemn period, as the 
British and their French allies did when 
they bombarded Odessa at Easter in 1855. 


SKIRMISHES ON THE YALU. 


Russians Say Eleven Japanese Were 
Killed—lIce on the River Melting. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 6.—‘“All is 
quiet on the Yalu,” is the report which 
Gen. Kachtalinky telegraphed yesterday to 
Gen. Kuropatkin, who forwarded the mes- 
sage to the Emperor. 

The report added that an exchange of 
shots occurred between Russian cavalry 
and Japanese skirmishers near Wi-Ju. The 
Russians sustained no loss. Five Japanese 
were killed. The number wounded is not 


known. 

Gen. Kachtalinky also reported that op- 
posite Turmitchen. on the Island of Matu- 
zeo, in the Yalu River, some Russian vol- 
unteers had a skirmish with a Japanese 
outpost from’ Wi-Ju. There were no cas- 
ualties on the Russian side. Six Japanese 
were killed. 

The stores of a Russian village near 
Yon-gam-pho (south of Wi-ju) have been 
wrecked and burned by a detachment of 
Japancse infantry, numbering 300. 


SHANGHAI, Apri! 6.—It is not believed 
that the Russian troops between An-tung 
and Chiu-tien-Cheng (about ten miles north 
of An-tung) comprise the main Russian 
force, and consequently the engagement 
which is looked for near these places will 
probably not be decisive, but only a fore- 
runner of larger operations. 

The Russians are constructing entrench- 
ments at several points on the Yalu and 
Tumen Rivers. These entrenchments, how- 
eyer,,are not yet completed, and if the Jap- 
anese succeed in forcing their way past one 
line of defense it would give them a distinct 
advantage, and make it more difficult for 
the Russians to concentrate to oppose them, 

The ice on the Yalu is melting rapidly, 
and the muddy roads make promptness in 
military operations most difficult. 


PORT ARTHUR, April 6.—People arriv- 
ing from Ijao-Yang report that the troops 
are impatient to attack the Japanese. 

The soldiers say they did not come East 
to lie on their backs, and that it is time to 
march. 


TROUBLE IN CHINA FEARED ? 


Significance Attached to Order by Navy 
Department at Washington. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The following 
bulletin was posted at the Navy Depart- 
ment to-day: 

“The restriction on the battleship squad- 
ron of the Philippines has been withdrawn 
and the Commander in Chief authorized to 


permit his squadron to cruise at discretion, 
not going north of Fco-chow, on the Asiatic 
coast.” 

Keen interest has been aroused in dip- 
lomatic circles by this announcement. It is 
said that advices indicate a state of unrest 
in China. 


ANOTHER RUSSIAN PROTEST.

BRICKLAYERS’ STRIKE | 
OFFICIALLY CALLED OFF 


Outcome Hailed as a Victory for 
Arbitration Agreement. 


OVER $1,000,000 IN WAGES LOST 


Peace Precipitated by Formal Charge 
Entered Against the Union by 
Employers’ Board.

The strike of the bricklayers and labor- 
ers was called off offitially yesterday by 
the strike leaders and the strikers were or- 
dered to report for work to-day on all the 
contracts of the Mason Builders’ Associa- 
tion pending arbitration of all points in dis- 
pute. The joint arbitration board of the 
Mason Builders’ Association and the brick- 
layers’ unions will meet to-day to settle 
the disputed points. 

The outcome of the whole matter is a vic- 
tory for the arbitration agreement, at the 
cost of over $1,000,000 in wages lost. The 
arrangement by which the strike is ended 
was reached at 1 A. M. yesterday at the 
Building Trades Club. 

The General Arbitration Board of the 
Bricklayers’ Union'and the Mason Builders’ 
Association had twice taken a hand in thé 
dispute and ordered the men back to 
work pending arbirtation, and the order 
was unheeded each time. After midnight 
the General Arbitration Board of the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association 
took a hand in the dispute and entered 
a grievance against the bricklayers. for 
breaking the arbitration agreement. This 
put the matter in’a new light, and the 
following resoltuion was carried by the 
boar# and egreed to by the representa- 
tives of the bricklayers. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the General 
Arbitration Board that the bricklayers and la- 
borers return to work under the conditions that 
obtained on the signing of the general arbitra- 
tion plan. That all ‘questions in dispute on 
either side be adjusted by arbitration at once, 
ll gap ienes for by the general plan of arbitra- 

Pending the arbitration no overtime shall be 
worked or work done on Saturday -afternoons. 
This resolution goes into effect immediately, and 
is binding upon all organizations employed. 

The labor delegates on the General Ar- 
bitration Board of Bricklayers attended a 
meeting of the laborers in Curry’s Hall, 
Forty-seventh Street, near Third Avenue, 
yesterday and urged the laborers to ac- 
cept their terms. It was decided by resolyu- 
tion to accept them. 

General President Daniel Rooney of the 
Laborers’ Protective Union then issued an 
order to all the members of the Laborers’ 
Protective Union who struck on the con- 


tracts of the Mason Builders’ Association 
to return to work this morning. This was 
telephoned to the borough board of the 
bricklayers then in session at One Hundred 
and Sixth Street and Third Avenue. As 
the bricklayers were fighting on behalf 
of the laborers there was nothing to be 
done but to pass a resolution for the brick- 
layers to return to work. 

James Henry, Secretary’ of the Laborers’ 
Protective Union, said yesterday that this 
meant recognition of the union. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the rescinding of the resolution 
restricting the overtime, which caused the 
strike early in March, was partial recog- 
nition of the union. Delegate Milligan of 
Bricklayers’ Union No. 87, one of the strike 
leaders, said yesterday that the New York 
unions will stand by the orders of the In- 
ternational Union at its convention in Tren- 
ton, by which the installation of the fire- 
proofing can be done by any contractor 
who observes union conditions. 

What complications this may cause after 
May 1, when the present agreement of the 
bricklayers and master builders expires, no 
one wceuld predict. The resolution, if car- 
ried out, allows the National Fireproofing 
Company to bid for the installation of the 
fireproofing. 

The Emergency Committee of the Em- 
ployerse’ Association met yesterday after- 
noon and ratified the action of the General 
Arbitration Bcard.. President Charles ". 
Widlitz of the Employers’ Association said: 

“This is a Siemon . for the arbitration 
agreement. I btlieve we can look forward 
to a peaceful building season this year.” 

The ending of the strike was welcomal 
by the iron workers yesterday. Nearly 
all of them in the city were thrown idle 
by the strike.

At Employers’ Dinner He Declares Arbi- 
tration Plan Vindieated. 


The annual dinner of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association was held last night 
at the Waldorf-Astoria. About 300 persons 
were present, and Otto M. Eitlitz acted as 
toastmaster and made the princlap adr 
dress. At the speakers’ table sat John 
Beattie, John I. Downey, Charles L.

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WILL CARLETON SUED. 


Miss Fanny Crosby Demands an Ac 
counting of Book Sales. 


Special to The New York Times. : 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 6—Will 
Carleton, the ballad poet, and Miss Fannie 
Crosby, the blind poetess, are fighting each 
other in the courts. Miss Crosby has in- 
structed her attorneys to bring’ suit against 
,Carleton to force him to make an ac- 
counting to her of the sale qf a certain 
book called’ “‘Fannie Crosby, Her Life 
Work,” also to bring an injunction to re- 
strain him from continuing its publication. 

Two years ago Will Carleton asked Miss 
Crosby to write some incidents of her life 
for publication, which she did. They were 
compiled, and, with poems written on her 


by Margaret Sangster and Frances Ridley,. 


printed in a book by Will Carleton, the 
agreement being that Miss Crosby was 
to receive 10 cents royalty on each vol- 
ume. The book has been extensively adver- 
tised by Will Carleton, and it is the form 
of advertising which first excited the in- 
dignation of Miss Crosby’s friends. In both 
his lectures of her and advertisements he 
pictured Miss Crosby as living alone in 
extreme poverty, and as suffering from 
illness. As a matter of fact, Miss Crosby 
has an income of $25 a week, and is living 
with relatives who provide for her gener- 
ously. 

In spite of the reported heavy sales of 
the book, Miss Crosby received only $100 
in royalties up to July of last year, she 
says. Friends induced her to’demand an 
accounting and to prevent Mr. Carleton 
from making a feature of her poverty to 
push the sale of the book. Lawyer E. K, 


Nicholson of this city wrote several letters 
to Mr. Carleton without receiving a reply. 
He gave Mr. Carleton till March 6 to make 
an accounting. No answer has been re- 


ceived. 

The following charges are made against 
Carleton: 

First—You have wilfully and maliciously per- 
verted the facts so as to make it appear that 
you are doing charitable work so that more 
persons who have been benefited by and 
learned to love the blind poetess should con- 
tribute to your own financial position. 

Second—You have caused these facts to be 
published In newspapers throughout the coun- 
try as advertisements, and at the same time 
you claim to have been expending large 
amounts you have been working on the sym- 
pathy of newspaper publishers so that their 
charges would be diminished. 


Miss Crosby demands that Mr. Carleton 
shall close the publication of advertise- 
ments which will tend to disparage her or 
her family, and that he shall make a direct 
accounting, properly certified. 

Mr. Carleton sent a brief statement to 
Miss Crosby showing a total sale of 2,852 
copies up to March 1, and inclosing a check 
for $182. This was réturned to him for a 
more specific statement. He refused to re- 
ply and the suit followed. 


KAISER’S THROAT ALL RIGHT. 


His Voice Carried a Ship’s Length, His 
Steward Says. 


The cabled reports that the German Em- 
peror was suffering again from an incur- 
able throat malady were iaughed at by 
August Rabien, the chief steward of the 
North German Lioyd steamship Kaiser 
Wilheim II., which got in yesterday. He 
was with Emperor William on his recent 
cruise He said that the reports cabled 
here had not gained much credence in Ger- 

many, but that the people judge the Bm- 

peror’s condition by his actions, and that 
of late he has been more active than for 
several years. 

Mr. Rabien has been with the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Line for twenty-two years, dur- 
ing. which time he has served the royalty 
of Germany every time they cruised in 
ships of the liae. He is well acquainted 
with the present Emperor, and when the 
cruise in the Kénig Albert was planned, 
Mr. Rabien was called upon to act as super- 
vising steward. In that capacity he was 

in the company of the Emperor most of the 
time. He said: ‘ 

‘On the Sunday after the cruise started, 
Emperor William conducted religious serv- 
ices on board the vessel. The guests with 


him had seats near an altar that was 
erected, while the crew stood in back or 
sat along the rails. On that occasion the 
Emperor talked and read for an hour and 
a half. His voice was clear and firm. 
“Though a very loud tone was not need- 
ed in such a close circle, he at times 
raised his voice so that-he could be heard 
the length of the ship. At the end of the 
talk he was not a bit hoarse, but his voice 
was as good as when he started.”

STRIKE IS HELL, SAYS BISHOP. 


Mor. Spalding Supports Bill Providing 
for Labor Arbitration Board. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Bishop Spald- 
ing pf Peoria, a member of the Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commission, to-day urged the 
plan of arbitratién contained in the Foss 
bill before the House Committee on ‘Labor. 
The bill provides for a permanent Board of 
Arbitration, to which shall be referred 
disputes between labor and capital. 

Bishop Spalding said it was not his opin- 
ion that the proposed tribunal would never 
be called upon to determine the question 
of what was a legitimate profit on the in- 
vestment of capital. Its province would 
be to settle disputes as to hours and treat- 
ment and pay of employes. A fair wage 
was determined in the soft coal mines of 
the West by the condition in the mines and 
the cost of living. Where a business did 
not permit of a living wage according to 


the American standard of living that bust- 
ness ought to close up. ’ 

“I would say,’’ the Bishop continued, 
‘“‘as Sherman said of war, that the strike 
is hell.” Men who had been out on strike 
went back to work injured morally, and 
not the same men. The children of strikers 
ht to taunt children of other 
workmen. The condition between capital 
and labor was not improving, although he 
(Bishop Spalding) believed the Anthracite 
Coal Strike Commission had accomplished 
good results. 

Bishop Spalding said he regarded a per- 
manent tribunal as of greater vaiue than 
one created for each case of dispute.

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SENATE CONFIRMS — 
BAKER'S NOMINATION 


Two Democrats Vote for the Rail- 
road Commissioner. 


MYSTERY OVER AN AMENDMENT 


? 
Railroad Forces Change Their Attitude 


Toward the Bill for Two Addi- 
tional Commissioners. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 6—Frank M. Baker's 
nomination as: Railroad Commissioner was 
to-day confirmed by the Senate by a‘vote 
of 30 to 18, 

All of the Republican Senators present 
and Senators Ramsperger and Townsend 
Democrats, voted for the confirmation. The 
absentees were Senator Brown (Republi- 
can) and Senator Keenan (Democrat.) 
Among the Republican Senators who voted 
for the confirmation were Senators Brack- 
ett and Elsberg, who with the assistance 
of Senator Brown last year succeeded in de- 
feating Mr. Baker’s confirmation. 

Senators Rasperger and Townsend ex- 
plained privately that their reason for vot- 
ing for confirmation this year was that 
they had been importuned to do so by rail- 
road men in their sections. 

The fact that the nomination of Mr. Ba- 
ker was reported out by the Railroad Com- 
mittee and was confirmed by the Senate 
was generally taken as an indication that 
Gov. Odell is now perfectly confident that 
he will be able to put through the bill in- 
troduced at his instigation providing for 
the appointment of two additional Commis- 
sioners. 

There is a mystery about the two addi- 
tional Commissioners bill, which the most 
eareful and patient investigation to-day 
failed to entirely clear up. The mystery 
has to do with the effect of the amend- 
ment which was made by the Railroad 
Committee last evening to the mandamus 
feature of the bill. This is a feature about 
which the Merchants’ Association has man- 
ifested great concern. 

George E. Morse, counsel for the Mer- 
chants’ Association, and H. D. Dumont, 
the regular representative of the associa- 
tion here, said last night that in their 
opinion the amendment strengthened the 
bill. It had been drawn with their entire 
approval by Senator Brown, a member of 


the Railroad Commission, and its ob/ect 
was to, remedy what might prove a con- 
stitutional defect. : 

In view of their position as-to the effect 
of the change, some surprise was manifest- 
ed to-day when it was found that the ma- 
ree of the railroad lawyers and railroad 
obbyists who appeared in opposition to the 
bill expressed themselves as entirely satis- 
fied with the measure in its amended form. 
They said that as they construed the 
amendment the effect of it was to leave the 
Railroad Commission pretty much in the 
same positon that it is at present with re- 
gard to the enforcement of its mandates. 

* Well, let them think that if they wish,” 
said Mr. Dumont, when the attitude of the 
railroad men was brought to his attention. 
“They will find out that they are sadly 
en. Our lawyer is absolutely con- 
fident that the force of the mandamus 
feature has not been in the least mitigated 
by the change. I am utterly unable to 
understand how such a construction as 
the railroad men are said to put upon the 
amendment can be reasonably made.” 

At the office of the Railroad Commission 
the view taken by Mr. Dumont as to the 
effect of the amendment to the bill was up- 
held. It was said that if anybody had 
bought a “* gold brick "’ in the matter it was 
the railroad companies. 

The contention of the railroad attorneys 
is that because the bill in its amended form 
does not provide that the failure of a rail- 
road company to obey the mandamus order 
of the Board shall be punished as contempt 
of court, therefore the effectiveness of the 
mandamus provision is destroyed. This is 
not the view of the officers of the Raltlroad 
Commission any more than it is the view of 
the representatives of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation. Their opinion is that the order 
of the Railroad Board would still be man- 
datory under the bill as it now stands, and 
that the only effect of the change made 
would be to leave it optional with the court 
as to whether a violation of the order 
should be punished as contempt. 


TO PUSH LAW’S DELAY BILLS. 


Assembly to Act To-day on Three Af- 
fecting the City Court. 


ALBANY, April 6.—Three of the bills rec- 
ommended by the commision on the law’s 
delays were reported by the Assembly Rules 
Committee to-night for to-morrow’s calen- 
dar. They are all Mr. Perham’s. 

One relates to rotation among the Justices 
of the Municipal Court of New York City 
and to rules of the court and appeals. The 
second requires sessions of that court four 
days a week except in July and August, 
when sessions must be held as often as nec- 
essary; it also increases the Justices’ sala- 
ries from $7,000 to $7,500, and forbids them 
to engage in law practice. The.third in- 
creases from six to twelve the number of 
City Court Justices, and materially in- 
creases the number of clerks, stenogra- 

hers, and attendants in that court. These 
bills will be acted upon in the Assembly to- 
morrow. 

A conference of the legislative leaders 
this morning came to a decision in favor of 
the pases e of al) of the so-called law's de- 
lay bills, including that providing for Com- 
missioners of the Supreme Court in the va- 
rious counties in proportion to the popula- 
tion, and the bills now pending in the Sen- 
ate will be put forth, perhaps to-morrow. 

It is expected that the bills will be signed 
by Gov. Odell. 


Will Protect Seekers of Employment. 

ALBANY; April 6.—The Assembly to-day 
passed without discussion the Finch bill 
regulating employment agencies. Fraud 
and harmful practices on the part of dis- 
reputable concerns are the evils which the 
bill is designed to uproot. An annual li- 
cense fee of $25 and a bond of $1,000 is 
required, and agencies are prohibited from 
being situated in rooms used for dwelling 
places or for the sale of liquor. 


Gov. Hunt Coming to Aid Roosevelt. 


Information was received in this city yes- 
terday that Gov. William 8. Hunt of Porto 
Rico will sail for New York on April 12. 
He comes to stump for Roosevelt, and it is 
intimated that he will not again return to 
the island to take up his official duties. 
Charles Hartzell of Denver, now Secretary 
of the island, is mentioned as his probable 
successor.

Raines Charges That Bribery Was 
Resorted To. 


WEDGE FOR STATE PENSIONS 


‘Malby Says the Péople Will Hold the 


Judges Responsible for “ Looting 
the Public Treasury.” 


ALBANY, April 6.—The Judges’ Pension 
bill passed the Senate to-night by a vote 
of 32 to 16. 

“Money may not have been used to fa- 
cilitate the passage of the bill, but, never- 
theless, bribery has been resorted to—brib- 
ery for favor,” declared Senator John 
Raines in a speech in which he denounced 
the scheme to pension the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals and Justices of the Su- 
preme Court, and the methods which, he 
said, the Judges had used in causing the 
Assembly te reverse its action on the bill, 
and in disrupting the caucus of Republican 
Senators on the project. 

The Brackett bill was a special order, and 
the entire session was occupied with its 
discussion. Senator Raines offered amend- 
ments, one providing that before Judges 
may receive the pension they must have 
served twenty-five years, “ continuously,” 
another that they must file a sworn state- 
ment with the State Controller that they 
do not possess property worth more than 
$100,000, and have not received a private 
income of more than $10,000 the year pre- 
ceding their application for a pension. 

Senator Grady sarcastically asked: 

“Why not say that a Judge who has a 
hundred millions shall not receive a pen- 
sion?” 

Senator Brackett said the amendments 
were not offered in good faith. 

“The men behind the bill,’ declarad Sen- 
ator Raines, ‘“‘ have the power of rewarding 
or punishing some of those who will act 
on the measure, but I want to remind them 
that if they pass this bill we will be called 
on to pass other more meritorious pension 
bills, one pensioning the school teachers of 
the State, and another the civil service 
employes. For Justices there are rewards 
of great honor and great emoluments, while 
for the teachers and State employes there 
are neither. This is the opening wedge for 
a system of State pensions.” 

He took up the pamphlet issued by those 
who favor the bill and commented on the 
arguments favoring it made by Messrs. 
Choate, Hornblower, and Milburn. 

“The Judges have employed actuaries,” 
continued Mr, Raines, “‘ and have figured it 
all out that this will cost the State about 
$34,000 some years hence. If that is all 
there is to this bill, then they are making a 
great stir about a mighty small sum of 
money. Why, in this Legislature there are 
bills from Greater New York calling for 
increases in salaries of court attendants 
amounting to $167,000. So we may well be 
surprised at the moderation of the Judges. 

“Do you suppose that if there wasn't 
something more to this bill such tremen- 
dous efforts would be made to secure its 
passage, that the Assembly after defeat- 
ing the bill one day would reverse itself 
and pass it by a large majority? If the 
Judges took their hands off there wouldn't 
be one of the half-dozen Senators who have 


bolted the Republican caucus who wouldn't 
be against the bill on general principles.’’ 

Senator Elon R. Brown reviewed the his- 
tory of the Judges’ salary question in re- 
cent years, and cited many examples of 
court decisions in support of his contention 
fhat the Judges had unduly favored them- 
selves in their interpretation of the Con- 
stitution and laws on the subject. 

Senator Malby characterized as disgrace- 
ful the way he said the Judges had used 
their influence to secure the passage of the 


bill. 

“If the Judges want to loot_the public 
treasury, then let them,”’ said Mr. Malby, 
‘‘and the people will’ hold them responsible 
and those who made it possible for them to 
do so. A Judge will never be renominated 
and it will never be possible for him to get 
a pension if this bil goes Loy ee for the 
people will see to it that no Judge will be 
eligible to reach after this spoil.”

GRADY SAYS LAWYERS 
PLANNED $500,000 GRAB 


Assails White Plains Boulevard Bill 
in the Senate. 


DENOUNCES FAVORABLE VOTE 


Would Disgrace a Legislature in the 
South Sea Islands, He Declares— 
Flingsat Republicans. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 6.—‘‘The promoters of 
this bill could afford to pay $20,000 a vote 
for its passage through this body,” Sena- 
tor Grady declared when the Carpenter- 
Wainwright White Plains Boulevard bill 
Was up before the Senate for final passag 
to-day. z 

The bill provides that the City of New 
York shall pay 75 per cent. of the cost of 
the improvement and the property owners 
benefited 25 per cent. The total assessment 
for benefits will aggregate $2,000,000. The 
City of New York has already paid $1,200,- 
000 ta the property owners who had fifty 
feet of their property taken for the boule- 
vard. 

“And with this $1,200,000 inetheir pock- 
ets,’ continued Senator Grady, “ they come 
here and ask that they shall be assessed 
only $500,000 for benefits, while the citi- 
zens of the whole city be cempelled to pay 
$1,500,000. Under these circumstances, there 
is not a man in this chamber, who, if he 
had to pay the money out of his own pock- 
et, would go on record for. the payment 
to these people of a sifigle dollar as a mat- 
ter of justice and right. And yet you pro- 
pose to give them $1,500,000 out of the city 
treasury! 

“What fs the explanation? It is to be 
found in the fact that a syndicate of law 
yers of great influence has been formed to 
to put this measure through on a promise 
that if they get it through their share of 
the boodle is to be $500,000. 


“If this bill goes through, there is no 
limit to the legislation which can be put 
through here when there is influence be- 
hind it. If you enact this measure you in 
effect declare that common honesty has no 
weight here and that the looting of a pub- 
Hic treasury is a laudable undertaking. 

“TI am not fooled by the influence which 
ig behind this measure. The purpose of it 
is to pay political debts out of the funds of 
the city, which ought to be paid out of the 
vaults of the Republican State Committee 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel.” 


Senator White said he thought the bill 
was an entirely proper measure, and that 
if there were any improper influences be- 
ing used to bring about its passage he wag 
absolutely in ignorance of it. The White 
Plains boulevard was an improvement for 
the benefit of the whole City of New York.

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TELEPHONE BLAZE 
CRIPPLES FINANCIERS 


About 11,00C Down-Town Wires 
Fused and Twisted Together. 


CORTLANDT: EXCHANGE UPSET 


Fire Due to Careless Handling of Gaso- 
fine Torch in Broadway Subway— 
Two Men Hurt, 


Never was the importance of the tele- 
phone system to the modern business life 
of the city brought home more forcibly 
than yesterday, when one of the largest 
ganglia of wires the subway at 
southwest corner of Broadway and Fulton 
Street was burned away by the careless 
handling of a gasoline torch. The blaze 
was subdued after halfjan hour's fierce 


excitement in the immediate neighborhood, 
when it was found that about 11,000 wires 
had been fused and twisted together until 
they resembled nothing so much as a cart- 
load of dirty excelsior. 

They were mostly telephone wires run- 
ning from the Cortlandt Exchange, the 
largest in the city, but among them were 
more than five hundred wires of the Postal 
Telegraph Company and a _ somewhat 
smaller number of the Western Union and 
several alarm wires of the Fire Depart- 
ment, the loss of which rendered it im- 
possible to send in any but a still fire alarm 
in the district south of Fulton Street be- 
tween 9 o’clock in the morning, when the 
blaze started, and 2 in the afternoon, when 
these wires, the first to receive attention, 
Were temporarily repaired. 

BUSINESS BADLY CRIPPLED. 

In many large business houses quiet as 
of a holiday prevailed, because of the. ab- 
sence of electric communication, and, as 
most of the burned-out Postal telegraph 
wires afforded communication between 
down-town bankers and brokers and their 
up-town branches, there was a serious crip- 
pling of financial undertakings. All the 
wires leading to the Gity Hall and the Park 
Row Euilding were broken, and al- 
though Mayor McClellan promptly organ- 
ized a service of @ scoré or more of dis- 
trict messengers, the city's’ business was 
eeriously hampered. Like makeshifts were 
resorted to by the financiers, some borrow- 
ing for the day telephones that weré not 
affected and organizing a messenger serv- 
ice between them and their offices, but 
the expedient was most unsatisfactory. 

“It makes a wonderful difference having 
the telephones out of use,’’ said the Mayor, 
as eve described the workings of what he 
callel his “‘ pony express’”’ to his callers. 
“The city’s business has been practically 
et a standstill all day.” 

Telegraph instruments in most of the 
newspaper offices were silent day and 
night, for the loops running from the tele- 
graph offices tu the editorial departments 
were in the burned-out manhole. The news 
was received, however, at the main tele- 
graph offices and transmitted to the news- 
papers by messengers with slight delay. 

All direct telephone connection with the 
main offices of THE NEW YORK TIMES was 
cut off, the newspaper's wires running to 
the Cortlandt Street Exchanges but Dr. 
Charles J. Perry offered the use of his 
telephone system in the Perry Pharmacy 
in the Pulitzer Building, and a private ex- 
change was at once established there, to 
which all calls were transferred from the 
central office through the John Street ex- 
change, with which Dr.. Perry’s instru- 
ments connect. 

The burned-out wires were all carried in 
massive lead cables, covered with paraffine 
as a protection against moisture, and were 
wrapped further in greasy burlap, and the 
heat from these caused the lead to melt 
like wax. They carried two sorts of tele- 
hone wires, subscribers’ and trunk lines, 
ut, according to the telephone officials, 
the fire did not cut off any particular sec- 
tion of the city permanently, the only peo- 
ple directly involved being the subscribers 
connected with the Cortlandt Street ex- 
change. About one-quarter of these were 
cut off from the exchange, and some of 
the trunk lines to other exchanges were 
involved, causing all these subscribers to 
sustain a partial loss of service to their 
exchanges. : 

The Cortlandt district reaches as far 
north as Chambers Street, and before night- 
fall a few subscribers on the outer limits 
ad been connected temporarily with other 
exchanges. Much relief was afforded as 
the day went by through transferring the 
burned out trunk lines to other cables and 
it was said that the service would be in 
fair order this morning. 

The making of temporary repairs to the 
wires it was said would be prosecuted all 
night long by as many men as could find 
space to work and would progress more 
rapidly when the traffic was out of Broad- 
way. Long-distance telephone lines affect- 
ed were to Boston, Providence, New Haven, 
other New England points, and to Buffalo. 

Another important local result was that 
few tickers were working north of Fulton 
Screet. - 

The fire itself caused excitement in Broad- 
way only slightly less than that which 
attended the recent destruction of the 
Adams Express building and adjoining 
structuresa Policemen W. R. Roberts, of 
the Broadway squad and Charles J. Tear, 
of the Church Street Station, and about 
1,000 fellow-citizens discovered it simul- 
taneously when a huge column of black 
smoke shot up from the manhole. Through 
it stumbled John Griffin, twenty-nine years 
old, of 12 East One Hundred and Thirty- 
second Street, and John D. McKenna, twen- 
ty-seven years old, of 78 East One Hundred 

.and Twenty-seventh Street, cable splicers 
for the telephone company. 

Griffin was badly burned on both «arms 
and hands where he had tried to beat out 
theeflames and McKenna had a slight cut 
on the left wrist. They were taken to 
Milhau's drug store, on the block below, by 
Policeman Roberts. Their wounds were 
dressed by Ambulance Surgeon Gould of 
Hudson Street Hospital, and they went 
away. The smoke increased. It rolled up 
through the planking over®’the subway and 
great sheets of it streamed up through the 
trolley slot. 

About fifty subway laborers made a hasty 
exit through the opening before St. Paul's 
Chapel. Deputy Chief Kruger came ou ihe 
first alarm, and found the smoke so thick 
that entry into either the manhole or sub- 
way was impossible. The firemen cut 
great holes in the planks snd turned their 
streams down upon the flares; The pun- 
gent from. the burning insulation 
tilled the shoe store of Hanan & ijon on 
the corner by. the manhole, and the Semi 
ready Wardrobe Building adjoining it. They 
penetrated the Mail and Express Puilding, 
and even the Western Union Bulla: on 
the Dey Street corner, causing great in- 
convenience to occupants 0 almost every 
room, and rendering it difficult for the 
elevator runners to remain at their posts. 
All pe could left these buiidings to sce 
tue fire. 

The smoke diminished 2s the wooden 
beams of the subway began tc buru, and 
Tirally Chief Kruger led his men below info 
mud@and water almost knee-deep from the 
water torrents they had sent down. They 
trae. the fire out ‘n half an hour. when 
three mules used to @draw little dump cars 
along a track laid at the bh.»ttemn of the 
excavation were found unscathed in ua far 
corner. The Degnon Contracting Company, 
vho are doing thi« work, said that their 
loss through the fire amounted te practi- 
cally nothing. Tne poiice estimated the 
total loss at $5,000, inclithg tont in the 
ehcc store, where the flames spreal to the 
sa0ow window, but Postal Telecravh wr- 
ficials said their loss Alone woulad amount 
fo double that. and the wiephowe peapie 
refuse’ to make any estimate. 

The fire produced a_ curious effect in the 
Cortlandt Telephone Exchange. As the in- 
sulation was consumed, the wires short- 
circuited, and every lamp upon the great 
switchboard flared up as though all the 
subscribers were attempting to call Central 
at once.

ROOT TO VOICE PARTY POLICY. 


Slated for Republican National Conven- 
tion’s Temporary Chairman. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—There seems to 
be an understanding among the Repub- 
lican managers here that ex-Secretary 
Root shall be temporary Chairman of the 
Chicago convention. From utterances 
made to-day by Senators Platt and Depew 
it is inferred that an arrangement will 
be made by which Mr. Root will be chosen 
a delegate from one of the districts of 
New York City. 

The selection of Mr. Root for temporary 
Chairman will give him the opportunity 
of making an address, which will furnish 
the keynote for the campaign, and of mak- 
ing a defense of the policies of the Ad- 


ministration that will furnish material for 
Republican orators on the stump. 

There also is talk of selecting Speaker 
Cannon for permanent Chairman of the 
convention, and of making Senator Lodge 
Chaigmnan of the Committee on Resolutions, 
and ere are strong intiImations that these 
plans have the approval of President 
Roosevelt. These arrangements would in- 
dicate that the details of the work of 
the convention will be settled before the 
body assembles at Chicago, and that there 
will be little for the convention to do ex- 
cept ratify the plans of the leaders. There 
will remain to be effected apparently only 
the selection of a candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent, and indications point to the choice 
of Senator Fairbanks of Indiana for that 


place. 
HEARST SET-BACK IN KANSAS.

MURPHY COUNTING ON 
WCARREN’S DEFEAT 


Thinks He Has Fourteen Brooklyn 
Leaders Pledged. 


| eee 


DOYLE CONFIDENT OF VICTORY 


With Kings, Tammany Would Only Lack 
Thirty-four Votes of Controlling 
State Convention. 


So great are the inroads that have been 
made during the last few days into the 
forces of Senator Patrick H. McCarren in 
Br klyn that grave doubts were’expressed 
last night both in Tammany and Brooklyn 
Democratic circles as to whether McCarren 
would be in control of the Kings County 
delegation to the State Convention on April 
18. 

Before Charles F. Murphy returned to 
Atlantic City yesterday he had seen and 
gone over the Brooklyn situation with 
eighteen of the twenty-one district leaders 
in Brooklyn, and the anti-McCarren forces 
last night claimed that fourteen of the lead- 
ers had promised that delegates against 
Parker instructions would be elected from 
their district when the conventions are held 
Saturday. 

These men said last night that Murphy 
had promised them faithfully that he did 
not threaten the autonomy of Brooklyn in 
any way in local matters, but that he did 
insist that Greater New York stand as a 
unit on all State and National political 
questions. ™ 

In view of this pledge several of the 
fourteen leaders last night said confi- 
dentially that their districts would send 
unpledged delegates to Albany. They also 
sald they would insist on the unit rule in 
voting the Kings County representatives, 
which, if their strength is not overesti- 
mated, would throw the county away from 
McCarren's control, and might result in 
giving the Tammany leader a victory in 
preventing the State delegation from being 
instructed for Parker. 

William A. Doyle, leader of the Seventh 
Brooklyn District, and the man who is 
fighting McCarren for the leadership of the 
borough, was jubilant last night and freely 
predicted that the Saturday conventions 
would give him the control of the county 
delegation. He also said that in the State 
Convention the 63 votes in Kings would be 
aligned with the 105 of Tantmany, the 9 of 
Queens, the 9 of Westchester, the 8 of 
Suffolk, and the 3 of Richmond, against 
sending an instructed delegation to St. 
Louis. . , 

If these predictions are made good, Tam- 
many would control] 192 delegates to the 
northern line of. Westchester, and would 
be within thirty-four votes of the neces- 
sary 226 to control the State Convention. 
But even without controlling the situation, 
the Tammany and anti-McCarren leaders 
believe that the 192 votes would give them 
such a strength in the convention that ex- 
Senator David B. Hill would not dare to 
pass instructions for Judge Parker, but 
would be more than willing to compromise 
on mere indorsement. 

The districts from which the anti-McCar- 
ren forces are counting on securing dele- 
gates against instruction are in Quinn's 
First, Walsh’%s Second, Noonan’s Third, 
Bouck’s Fourth, McGuire’s Sixth, Doyle’s 
Seventh, Gray’s Eighth, Kehoe’s Ninth, 
Farrell’s Bleventh, Stewart's Twelfth, Shea's 
Seventeenth, Creamer’s Eighteenth, Ha- 
senflug’s Nineteenth, and Sinnott’s Twen- 
ty-first. The seven districts which are 
counted solidly with McCarren are Melody’s 
«Fifth, Hughes's Tenth, where Henry F. 
Haggerty is the real leader; Brennan's 
Thirteenth, McCarren’s own. Fourteenth, 
Lindsay's Fifteenth, Reagan’s Sixteenth, 
and Winter's Twentieth. 

The leaders who are counted as against 
McCarren on the matter of instruction, de- 
clare that they have never been rampant 
for Parker at any time, but that they were 
content to stand with McCarren when they 
believed the autonomy of Brooklyn to be 
threatened. 

Now, however, that they have been prom- 
ised that no such move is contemplated, 
and when they also have been promised 
a good share of the city patronage if they 
stand against instruction with no hope of 
it if they continue with McCarren, they 
have .changed their position and many 
frankly admit this as a faet. 

Murphy began his inroads into McCarren’s 
forces while he was at Atlantic City. John 
L. Shea, the old lieutenant of Hugh Mce- 
Laughlin, visited Murphy there, as did 
some of the other leader§. The rest about 
all saw Mr. Murphy at his home in this 
city between the time when the Tammany 
leader returned here on™ Monday afternoon 
and when he left again yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. ; 

These men were referred to the removal 
of Henry F. Haggerty from office as Dep- 
uty Police Commissioner, to the victories of 
Doyle and Kehoe at the primaries on March 
29, and lastly to the defeat of McCarren’s 
candidate for the Board of Aldermen at 
the board election on Tuesday, when a suc- 
cessor to the late Alderman Guthrie was 
named. They were told that this policy 
would be pursued against McCarren and 
they were urged not to become entangled 
in the meshes of the fight, but to stand 
with Tammany in the State Convention 
against an instructed delegation. The in- 
fluences of Hugh McLaughlin and the old 
Willoughby Street organization also have 
been thrown against McCarren in this fight, 
and this has counted for much. 

Before Murphy Icft the city yesterday he 
visited Tammany Hall and ,old some of 
his lieutenants that the situation was most 
encouraging. He also declared with more 
emphasis than ever that he would fight 
instructions in the State Convention, and 
he made the statement with far more con- 
fidence than has been imparted by the 
same statement during the preceding few 
davs. He said that he repeated his state- 
ment about fighting instructions, so that 
there might be no mistunderstanding of his 
position while he was in Atlantic City, 
where he would remain until the first of 


next week. j

MISUSE OF OFFICE HIS OFFENSE 


Judge in Fixing Punishment Laid Stress 
on Defendant's Exalted Station— 
Appeal to Be Taken. 


——e 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., April 6.—Senator Joseph 
R. Burton of Kansas to-day was fined 
$2,500 and sentenced fo six months’ im- 
prisonment in jail for using his i. fluence 
before the Post Office Department in -be- 
half of the Rialto Grain. and Securities 
Company of St. Louis, and for having re- 
ceived payment from th@® company for his 
services. ; 

The sentence was pas fin the United 
States District Court fF Sudge Adams, 
after a review of the motiofis that had been 
filed for a new trial and for arrest of judg- 
ment, both of which were overruled. To 
the Court’s question whether the defend- 
ant had anything to say before sentence 
was passcd, Senator Burton declined to 
respond. The Court, in passing sentence, 
said in part: 

* Your conviction necessarily results in 
your punishment. Its importanee, in my 
opinicn, is not confined to its effect upon 
you. Your exalted station in life, and the 
character of your offense, give” unusual 
significance to your conviction. It demon- 
Strates that the law of the land is equal 
to any emérgency, and that it can be ad- 
ministered regardless of the personality 
and station of the accused. It also demon- 
Strates to all the people that public office 
cannot be prostituted to self-serving pur- 
poses.”’ 

Senator Burton's attorney, Judge Krum, 
immediately filed a bill of exceptioys in the 
case, and offered a bond for $10,000, which 
Was accepted. Then Senator Byrton and 
Judge Krum together left the cotrt room. 
Senator Burton at his hote] to-night de- 
clined to discuss the sentence. He left for 
his home in Kansas, after having. been 
visited by Hugh C Dennis, President of the 
Rialto Grain and Securities Company, The 
case will be appealed to the United States 
Court of Appeals. 

In the bill of exceptions, which was filed 
to-day, one of the principal points forming 
the basis of the appeal is that Judge Adams 
admitted as evidence several checks re- 
ceived by Senator Burton from the Rialto 
7rain and Securities Company while he 
was in Washington, D. C. The defense con- 
tended that in the matter of this evidence 
the St. Louis court consequently did not 
have jurisdiction. Another point upon 
which Senator Burton's attorneys laid 
Stress in the bill of error was the intro- 
duction of testimony and documentary evi- 
dence, which, it is alleged, tended to preju- 
dice the minds of the jurors against the 
defendant, whue it hdd no direct bearing 
upon the merits of the charge against Sen- 
ator Burton. : 

Senator Burton, senior Senator from Kan- 
S&S, Was convicted after an_ exhaustive 
trial. in ‘Which various letters from him to 
the Rialto Grain and Securities Company, 
the checks which he received in payment 
for his services in behalf of the concern 
before the Post Office Department, and 
the testimony of numerous agents of the 
Government were introduced. Senator 
Burton's defense was that he was acting 
merely in the capacity of an attorney, and 
did not employ his Scnatoria! infiuence in 
the work.

Pay, EV@n for Persian Lamb Lux- 
uries. 


The contention of Philip Lubotkin, a 
wealthy flour merchant, that because his 
wife's Persian lamb coat was a luxury, he, 
as her husband, wasn’t liable for the debt 
which she had incurred in making the pur- 
chase, was found to be based on a wrong 
conceptiorw of his duty to Mrs. Lubotkin by 
a jury in the City Court yesterday. 

Samuel Bonis, a fur dealer, sued to make 
him pay for the coat which Mrs. Lubotkin 
had bought. Its price was $150. 

‘‘Send the bill to husband,’’ Mrs. Lubotkin 
told the fur dealer. 

He did, and Mr. Lubotkin sent it back. 


Solicitations were made by Mr. Bonis and 
his representatives, but the flour merchant 
remained firm in his determination not to 
pay for the coat, first, on the ground that 
the coat was a luxury, and that a husband 
isn’t compelled .by the law to buy anything 
for his wife except necessaries; second, he 
had an idea that the material wasn’t worth 
the price asked. 

The jurors decided that the price asked 
was not excessive; also that the wife had a 
perfect right to accrue the indebtedness 
for the luxury. The verdict against Lubot- 
kin wos for $252, which covered the price 
of the garment and the costs of the action.

SOUTH NEED NOT PAY 
REPUDIATED BONDS 


Lawyers Say Supreme Court De- 
cision Validates One Special Claim. 


THIS A LIEN ON RAILWAY STOCK 


Dakota’s Demand on North Carolina 
for Value of Gift Securities. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The expectation 
that there might be, based on the recent 
decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of South Dakota vs. North 
Carolina,an effort to enforce the payment of 
& large amount of Southern State and Con- 
federate bonds which for many years have 
been considered worthless, does not re- 
celve much encouragement from lawyers 
here who are conversant with the facts in 
the case in question. 

The South Dakota case was a concep- 
tion of ex-Senator Marion Butler and ex- 
Gov. Russell of North Carolina, who be- 

| lieved that if certain North Carolina bonds 
issued before the war were given to the 
State University of South Dakota and an 
enabling act were passed by the Legisla- 
ture of the latter State, suit might be 
brought to enforce payment of the bonds. 
Shafer Brothers of 35 Wall Street, New 
York, gave ten or the bonds in question to 
South Dakota With the request that the 
proceeds be bestowed on the State Uni- 
versity if collected. The Legislature had 
prcviously passed an act enabling the State 
to accept the bonds as donations and to 
assert the title of the State to them. 

The Supreme Court decided that the 
bonds were a lien on the State holdings of 
stock in the North Carolina and the West- 
ern North Carolina Railroads, of which 
stock the State has $3,000,000. The amount 
of the South Dakota claim is $27,400, and 
enough of the railroad stock held by the 
State of North Carolina can be sold under 
the decision to liquidate the claim. As the 
stock held by the State is now at a prem- 
ium, there is little doubt that South Dakota 
will collect on the judgment. 

Any one who supposes that this decision 
will cover any other bonds that may have 
been repudiated by Southern States or the 
Confederacy will go wide of the mark, 
however. hese bonds are enforcible be- 
cause they rest on a lien on stock and are 
"Mortgage bonds. North Carolina has no 
other bonds like them, and it is stated on 
g00d authority that none of the other 
Southern States have outstanding such 
bonds. The bonds of the Confederate Gov- 
ernment had no such feature. 

Senator Overman of North Carolina, 
speaking ot the situation, said to-day: 
“This judgment will be paid, of course, 
but as the State refunded its bonds with 
the exception of $270,000 of the ante-bellum 
railroad bonds, there are no other obl'ga- 
tions of the State, nor, so far asd know, of 
any other Southern State, whith in any 
Way correspond to these mortgage bonds 

“The decision of the court rests wholly 
on the lien features of the case. The object 
of the suit it is said was to pave the way 
to the enforced payment of the Confed- 
erate Government bonds. I cannot see how 
this decision makes any approach to that 
result.”’ 


NAVAL COURT DENIES CHARGES.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The

Emphatic denial of knowledge of any 
such dispatches has been received from 
each of the four officials of the court of in- 
quiry.

Railroad Yard Casualties by Which Man 
and Woman Were Hurt.

CHILDREN POISONED 
BY CANDY RABBITS 


Two Are Killed and One Other Is 
Very Il. 


TWO DEAD LIVED FAR APART 


The Poison Came in Easter Tokens— 
All the Children in One Family 
Made Ili. 


Poisoned .candy rabbits and candy tops, 
it was discovered yesterday, caused the 
death of two chiidren and made another so 
ill that he may die. The dead children 
@were Peter Farrel, five years old, of 533 
West Thirty-fifth Street, and William 
Haugh, two and a half years old, of 137 
East One Hundred and Nineteenth Street. 
The child who is dangerously ill is Willie 
Haugh’s six-year-old brother Frederick. 
The three other children of the Haugh fam- 
ily were also slightly affected by the pois- 
onous confection, although up to the pres- 
ent these latter three have not showy dan- 
gerous symptoms of illness. 

One fact of which the authorities have 
taken cognizance is that the homes of the 
two bereaved families are widely apart, and 
this makes both the Coroners’ office and 
the Board of Health people fearful that 
the poisoned stuff may be rather liberally 
distributed throughout the city. Because 
of several cases of a similar nature recent- 
ly reported to the Coroner,*but not clearly 
Gefined, notably one of a child which died 
of eating ice-cream bought in the same 
siore in which the candy rabbits were 
bought, the police, the Coroners’ office, 
and the Health authorities are making a 
careful investigation. 

An old lady is the innocent cause of the 
death and illness in the Haugh family. 
She is Mrs. Annie Haugh, who lives on 
One Hundred and Eleventh Street near 
Lexington Avenue. She is of German de- 
scent, and has a pronounced idea of the 
holiness of Easter. A day or two before 
that holiday, in passing a confectionery 
store on Third Avenue, she saw displayed 
in the window the sugar rabbits jwhich 
caused the trouble. They looked particu- 
larly natural and cute. She thought that 
they would be splendid for her grandchil- 
Gren on One Hundred and Nineteenth 
Streét for Easter. Inquiry elicited the fact 
that they were only 10 cents apiece, and 
that was easily within her reach. 

In her anxiety to possess the candy rab- 
bits the old lady forgot the boy, a cousin 
of the Haugh children, who had died from 
eating ice cream which was said to have 
been bought in the same place. So she 
bought rabbits enough for ail the children 
and took them to her home. 

The two eldest children had gone to 
church in the morning when their grand- 
mother arrived, but the youngest, including 
William and Frederick. had not. She made 
them earn their Easter gifts to the extent 
of making them go to church with her, 
Then she game them the rabbits. 

The children got home in the evening, all 
loaded down. They had not been in the 
house long before they began to manifest 
a desite to see what the rabbits tasted like. 
The mother caught them at it, munching 
away at the rabbits. At that moment 
when she saw them they had already got 
Gown to the green moss on which the rab- 
bits sat. Their lips were stained with the 
green, and the mother halted them. She 
was afraid of the color. 

On the day following all of them became 
fll. William was the sickest. He kept 
getting Worse and worse until Tuesday, 
and on that day about noon Dr. Frank H. 
Loucks of 117 East One Hundred and Six- 
teenth Street was called. At about 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning the boy died. Late last 
night the doctor could not say whether 
little Frederick would live or die. He 
orescribed only for another one of the 

augh children, a little girl. 

The Farrel boy bought his candy tops 
from a confectioner near his home.* When 
he became ill Dr. O’Brien of 308 West 
Thirty-fourth Street was called in, and 
although he did all he could for the little 
patient, the boy died late on Tuesday 
night. It was through his death certificate 
that the simultaneous poisoning was called 
to the attention of the authorities. 

Both of the confectioners who sold the 
candies that are believed to be poisonous 
regret the fatalities almost as much as do 
the parents of the children. They contend 
that they have heard of no complaint from 
any other quarter about the particular can- 
dies said to have led to the trouble. The 
eandy dealer on Third Avenue makes a 
great deal of his own candy, but it is not 
positive that he made the rabbits. The 
other shopkeeper candidly avers that he 
buys his candies from a candy manufact- 
urer, and added when asked about the 
candy supposed to have caused the trouble: 

*T cannot tell, I did not make the candy. 
Tf I had thought it was poisonous, of 
course I would not have bought it.”’ 


SUES NORTHERN SECURITIES. 


Plaintiff Seeks to Restrain Company for 
Holding Stockholders’ Meeting. 


An order was signed by Vice Chancellor 
James J Bergen, in Jersey City, yester- 
day, directing the Northern Securities 
Company to show cause in that city on 
April 18 why it should not be restrained by 
injunction from holding a_ stockholders’ 
meeting April 21 for the purpose of ratify- 
ing the resolution of the Directors to issue 
stock of the Northern Pacific Railway Com- 
pany and the Great Northern Railway 
Company in relative proportion for stock 
of the Northern Securities Company and 
from taking any action in regard to the re- 
duction of its capital stock. 

The motion for the order was made by 
Charlies D. Thompson as counsel for the 
Continental Securities Company. The affi- 
davit submitted by Mr. Thompson stated 
that the Continental Securities Company is 
the holder of 500 shares of the stock of 
the Northern Securities Company. It prays 
that the court shall order the Northern Se- 
curities:Company to return to the original 
stockholders the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern stock on the same terms 
by which the Northern Securities Com- 
pany acquired the stock of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern Railway Com- 
panies. , 

When knowledge of this order reached 
Wall Street early in the afternoon it ex- 
cited considerable curiosity, as no one 
seemed to know anything about the plain- 
tiff, the Continental Securities Company. 
The guess was made that it might be some 
Harriman move in disguise, but this was 
absolutely denied. 

Finally it became known that the name 
of C. H. Venner was connected with the 
company as that of its President, with 
Gesrge Venner as Secretary and Treasurer, 
and these two and one F. E. ' Williamson 
as Directors. The offices of the company 
were said to be at 1 Exchange Place, Jer- 


sey City, which is the address of th y

H. Venner is a Boston broker, and 
his name has béen connected with several 
lawsuits brought to enjoin the execution 
of some corporate plan.

JUDSON’S CREDITORS 
ON HOADLEY’S TRAIL 


Want t6 Find Assets of the Inter- 
national Power Pool. 


SAY HE MADE JUDSON POOR 


Hard Names Called in Argument Over 
Effort to Have Hoadley’s Books 
Brought to Light. 


Accusing Joseph H.,Hoadley of seizing all 
the assets—more than $1,000,000 worth—that 
Cyrus Field Judson retained after the sen- 
sational collapse in 1902 of the famous “ In- 
ternational Powet pool,” counsel for Jud- 
son’s creditors argued yesterday before 
Supreme Court Justice Davis against the 
motion of Hoadley’s lawyers to set aside 
the order which had been issued command- 
ing Hoadley to open his books for inspec- 
tion. They also asked that he define the 
scope of the inquiry into Hoadley’s affairs. 

A number of Judson’s creditors have got 
judgments against him, and the investiga- 
tion of Hoadley was in supplementary pro- 
ceedings to try td find some of the property 
Judson held when the pool was forced to 
throw up its hands. Mr. Hoadley had sub- 
mitted to questioning to the extent of 
some 157 typewritten pages of testimony. 
Then he brought the action to keep his 
books closed. 

In this testimcny Hoadley told how he 


‘had obtained frome Judson everything he 


owned, including the money he had in six 
or seven banks; about $960,000 for the sale 
to Judson of International Power stock, 
and $1,500 due on the sale of two automo- 
biles. Counsel for Judson’s creditors sdid 
that Hoadley had not left the man enough 
money with which to pay his rent, and 
his explanation of it, he ‘said, was a ridic- 
ulous story that would not be believed in a 
kindergarten. Lawyer Mooney said that he 
did not believe the court would refuse to 
permit him “ to probe into the circumstance 
under which Hoadley had made a pauper 
out of Judson.” 

The arguments of Mr. Mooney and of 
counsel for Hoadley, ex-Justice L’Amo- 
reaux and Charles E. Graham of Philadel- 
phia, told a good deal about the combina- 
tion formed by Hoadley, Judson, and Jo- 
seph Leiter of Chicago, to exploit Interna- 
tional Power Company stock. Mr. Mooney 
zaid that in April, 1902, when the pool was 
forced to surrender, Judson was ostensibly 
the only one engaged in the operations, but 
that he was realiy a partner in the combi- 
natioh. 

When the deal was over several creditors, 
among them Franklin & Scott, brokers, 
began actions to recover. Franklin & Scott 
got a judgment for $7,000. They have an- 


other ciaim against Judson for $114,000, 
and propose, it is alleged, to try to recover 
part of the money from Hoadley and Leiter. 

Mr. L'Amoreaux, opposing the order di- 
recting Hoadley to open his books, said 
that his client had tol 7 he knew 
about Judson’s affairs, and that the fur- 
ther investigation was desired by the cred- 
itors of Judson in order to get a line on his 
defense to the various suits which have 
been brought. These suits, it is said, are 
for sums aggregating $1,000,000, 

Mr. Mooney ceclared that Judson’s cred- 
itors had lost more than $1,000,000 through 
carrying the International Power stock for 
him during the eo. and that as the oth- 
ers were equal with him in the combination 
the creditors had a right to ascertain what 
had become of the assets. It had been 
learned already, he said, that Hoadley had 
in his possession the following properties 
belonging to Judson: 

25 shares North American Trust Company; 
26,620 shares of Generai Carriage Company 
stock; notes of the General Carriage Company 
of New Jersey, amounting to upward of $800,- 
000, in which the judgment debtor had an in- 
terest of $182,607.88; 800 shares International 
Power Company's “Stock, preferred; $50,000 col- 
lateral loan made by the judgment debtor Jud- 
son to Hoadley; balance of $375 drawn from 
the Manufacturers’ Trust Company; balance of 
$3,400 drawn from the Mechanics’ National 
Bank; balance of $250.07 drawn from the Amer- 
ican Exchange Bank; balance of $2,550 
drawn from the Seventh National Bank; 
cash balance of $66,912.20 owing to Judson 
by the brokerage house of J, P. Pierson & 
Co. on May 1, which was paid over to: Hoadley; 
cash balance of $21,180.47 owing to Judson by 
the brokerage house of Fairbone & Hillian on 
May 1, which was paid over to Hoadley; bal- 
ance of $1,730.59 owing to Judson by the stock 
brokerage house of Charles C, Edey & Sons 
on May 1, 1902, and paid over to Hoadley; 
50 shares .of International Power Company’s 
stock and 1,000 shares of American Locomotive 
common stock, delivered to Hoadley on Jud- 
son's order by the stock brokerage firm of 
Taylor, Cutting & Co., on or about May 1, 
1902; 500 shares Locomotive common owing 
to Judson by the stock brokerage house of 
Thompson & Mairs, May 2, 1932, and on that 
day delivered to Hoadley on Judson’s order; 
180 shares International Power, preferred, deliv- 
ered to Hoadley by the firm of Edward Sweet 
& Co., on Judson’s order, about May 1, 1902; 
100 shares International Power Company’s 
stock, which was in Judson’s office at the time 
of the ‘“‘smash,’’ and a balance of $1,500 
owing by Hoadley to Judson on the sale of two 
automobiles. 

“This man,” said Mr. Mooney, “ who had 
authorized this pool and succeeded in lift- 
ing over $1,000,000 from the general brokers, 
was also satisfied to turn himself into the 
guise of a scavenger, and yet says to-day 
that he made a full and complete statement 
of these affairs. Why, he even had turned 
over two automobiles on which there was 
due $1,500. I have been over a year getting 
to the point where I have made things 
uncomfortable for this man. He will not 
now, unless compelled, tell what his system 
of bookkeeping was, and, more than that, he 
said at the last sitting that he did not 
know where the books were. I want to dis- 
cover what they say. He actually left 
Judson without money to pay his rent, and 
went down to Wall Street, and took every- 
thing Judson had,”

GIRL LEAPS TO DEATH. 
Chambermaid, sidan ssh Good Family, 


. Suicide at a Hotel. 


Agnes Pemberton, a chambermaid,. com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by 
jumping from a tenth-story window 
of the Hotel Willard, at 252 West 
Seventy-sixth Street. She landed on a 
dome over the office at the second floor 
and was almost instantly killed. A porter 
was cleaning the stained-glass windows of 
the dome when the body fell at his side 
and stunned him. 

For several days the girl had kept almost 
entirely to herself. She was of a naturally 
retiring disposition and mingled so little 
with the other help in the hotel that the 
management belfeved her to be of good 
family and that she was living there under 
an assumed name. 

Coroner Jackson, who was notified of 
the suicide by the police, made a searching 
ifivestigation, and obtained a statement 
from the management and several of the 
employes. 

‘“T am very anxious to learn the actual 
identity of the young woman,” said the 
Coroner later, “‘for I firmly believe. that 
she came from an excellent family. From 
what I can learn, she was tvo dainty ard 
refined fore her position, but was retained 
by the management because they thought

We suppose Mr. ARTHUR BRISBANE'S 
letter about the Presidential ambition of 
Mr. Hearst, published in The Herald 
yesterday, must be accepted as the best 
justification of the Hearst candidacy 
that can be made. Mr, BRISBANE is the 
editor of Mr. Hrarst’s newspaper, The 
American. He has intimate knowledge 
of Mr. HEaRsT’s views, understands how 
his-eampaign is conducted, and has, of 
course, given much thought to making 
out a good case for him. 

The sum and substance of Mr. Bris- 
BANP’s defense of Hearst is, that he 
hates the trusts and will destroy them 
if the American people will take him as 
their President. No other public issue 
is discussed in Mr. BRISBANE’s letter. 
There is no intimation that Mr. Hearst 
takes any interest in the tariff, the cur- 
rency, the pension policy, ship subsi- 
dies, or the government of dependencies. 
As Mr. BRISBANE presents him-he ap- 
pears to be a man who is devoting his 
whole mind to the trusts. If that is the 
case, we cannot for the life of us see 
why the supporters of Mr. HEaRsT 
should not be equally well content with 
Mr. RoosEVELT. The President is him- 
self a mighty “trust buster.” He has 
pitched into the big corporations in a 
way that makes Wall Street hate and 
fear him. We do not know what more 
Mr. Hearst could do unless, rising above 
the restraints of law, he should send 
United States Marshals backed up by 
United States troops to arrest the trust 
magnates and shut them up in a Gov- 
ernment fort. 

According to Mr. BrisBaNne it is the 
peculiar virtue of Mr. Hearst that when 
he has anything to say he does not 
whisper it in the ear of a boss or of a 
corporation, but, going back to the old- 
fashioned American plan, “ he appeals to 
the people”; that is, Mr. Hearst prints 
articles in his newspaper which “the 
people ”’ read. But large as is the circu- 
lation of Mr, HEARST’s newspapers the 
readers of them constitute but a very 
small part indeed of the total electorate. 
The vast majority of the people of the 
United States never see Mr. HEARST’S 
papers. Under examination, therefore, 
Mr. Hearst’s good old-fashioned way 
of appealing to the people reduces itself 
to this: Mr. Hearst’s articles and ap- 
peals come under the notice of only a 
few hundred thousand persons of whom 
perhaps not more than 100,000 or 200,- 
000 are voters. There is some reason to 
suppose that they are not among the 
most intelligent citizens of this Republic. 
It is to them, evidently, if to anybody, 
that Mr. Hearst must look for that 
campaign strength which in the judg- 
ment of Mr. BRISBANE grows with the 
passing weeks and promises to surprise 
the bosses and politicians at St. Louis. 

As Mr. Hearst presumably attempts 
to adapt his appeals to his audience—and 
he must know the quality of that au- 
dience as well as anybody knows it—the 
eonclusion is warranted that the read- 
ers of his newspapers are as a body hos- 
tile to the trusts. Yet Mr. Hearst is 
something of a trust himself. He owns 
a combination of newspapers, and it is 
reported and understood that he requires 
employés of his newspapers to help along 
his Presidential candidacy so far as it 
lies in their power. That is a flagrant 
interference with political freedom. A 
young man might be willing to write for 
one of Mr. HEARST’s newspapers, who 
would consider it sinful to vote for him 
for public office. The tariff-fed trusts 
have been much blamed for requiring 
their employés to vote for the party of 
high protection. Moreover, it is impos- 
sible to conceal the fact that Mr. HEaRsT 
is spending a large sum of money in the 
effort to get delegates. How can a hater 
of trusts justify the employment of pre- 
cisely that device with which the trusts 
exercise their corrupting influence over 
political action? 

Candidates, according to Mr. HEARST’S 
apologist, are of two classes. One class 
consists of Hearst. The Other class con- 
sists of all other persons who aspire to 
the Presidency. They are every one of 
them the tools of the corrupt ‘corpora- 
tions. They are owned by Wall Street. 
Nobody but Mr. Hrarst is free, and no- 
body but Mr. Hearst appeals directly to 
the people. The fine candor of this dif- 
ferentiation of Mr. Hgzarst from other 
candidates characterizes Mr. BRISBANE’s 
staféments throughout. Everybody is 
corrupt, everybody is a slave of the 
trusts except Hearst. Very likely Mr. 
BRISBANE'S communication was sent to 
The Herald not with a view to getting 
votes for Mr. Hxarst, but to satisfy 
public curiosity. We doubt whether it 
is a vote-getting document. It seems to 
lack some of those qualities which have 


encounter. 
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contains the best apdlogy that can be. 
made for Hearst, it was well worth 
writing and printing. It gives a meas- 
ure of him and of his capacities and in- 
tentions that would be useful to any 
man engaged in making up his mind how 
to shout in this campaign. 

It seems to us that in definiteness of 
statement and charactérization, and in 
supplying information likely to be useful 
to the intelligent voter, Mr. BRISBANE is 
far less satisfactory than Judge DENIS 
O'Brian of the Court of Appeals, who 
is quoted in the columns of our neighbor 
The World as using this language about 
the. Chief Justice of that court: 


With a trained mind and ample learn- 
ing, he possesses in addition the supreme 
qualification for a great Judge. He loves 
justice and hates iniquity. He has great 
independence of thought and character, 
firm in all his views and convictions, but 
not so obstinate as to be proof against 
reason and argument. 

From habit and education he is essen- 
tially conservative. He is a close observer 
of public affairs and a profound student 
of public questions. His friends who know 
him as well as I do have no doubt that he 
is fully equipped for any public trust that 
may await him in the future. 

That is a picture of Judge PARKER like- 
ly to impress itself upon the mind. “He 
loves justice and hates iniquity ’—that 
is a pretty good descriptive utterance. 
The statement of Judge PARKER as & 
profound student of public questions is 
reassuring, too. It would help Mr. Bris- 
BANE’s case if he could say that of Mr. 


HEARST. | 


KING EDWARD AND PEACE, 

The dispatch we published yesterday 
morning regarding the efforts of King 
EDWARD to promote a settlement of the 
war in the East shows the feeling on 
this subject in the capitals of Europe. 
It was a telegram from Berlin to the 
Soir of Brussels, a paper having the rep- 
utation of being unusually well informed 
as to matters of high importance in Eu- 
ropean politics. 

It is hardly likely that what efforts 
have been made should have reached a 
point where the Russian Government 
would declare itself definitely ready to 
entertain an offer of mediation. No such 
offer is likely to have been made as yet. 
But it is quite reasonable to suppose 
that informal approaches have been 
made which commit no one but open the 
way to more direct and responsible com- 
munications. There is ng person who 
could undertake a delicate task of this 
sort with the same authority and pres- 
tige as the King of England. And he 
would have in its performance the ear- 
nest sympathy of all the Governments 
of Europe not directly involved, possibly 
the sympathy also of the Governments 
of Russia and Japan. Japan would be 
grateful if it could achieve the security 
it seeks without pressing the war to its 
conclusion, and there is much evidence 
that Russia would have avoided war had 
her rulers not been persuaded that Ja- 
pan would yield rather than fight. 

Meanwhile it would be a great triumph 
for the peace of the world and a tri- 
umph for that particular policy of peace 
with which the Czar has associated him- 
self if a war actually begun could be 
brought to a close with his assent. 


SUPPLYING THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 
To outside watchers of the war it has 
seemed that one of the most difficult of 
the Russian problems would be to as- 
semble in Eastern Asia a force equal 
to that which, by reason of their com- 
mand of the Pacific, the Japanese could 
land there with comparative ease. Even 
supposing that the force in question 
could be assembled in time for the oper- 
ations which the Japanese may be ex- 
pected to undertake as soon as the sea- 
son permits, a question of not. less ur- 
gency would arise in the subsistence and 
supply of this immense army by a long 
overland route, while the Japanese would 
have the advantage of a short waterway 
between their army and its ultimate base, 
It is this latter question that is dealt 
with by a French military journal, 
France Militaire, which has probably de- 
rived its information from the Russian 
General Staff. According to this author- 
ity, Russia has already assembled on the 
Mukden-Harbin road more than 260,000 
men, and will shortly have there a total 
of 800,000. Such an army involves, ac- 
cording to the accepted computation, 
100,000 horses. And merely to feed these 
men and animals requires a supply of 
1,600 tons of food and forage a day. To 
transport this amount there are needed 
six trains of from thirty to thirty-five 
each of the kind of freight cars in use on 
the Trans-Siberian. This, it seems, is 
very nearly the capacity of the road, and 
to transport and deliver this amount 
every day, it would be necessary that 
there should be no movement of troops or 
other passenger traffic in the same direc- 
tion to interfere with the process. That 
is to say, it is all the road can theoret- 
ically do to supply such an army as Rus- 
sia is preparing, and it is pretty clear 
that her preparations are not excessive, 
compared with the number of the Japa- 
nese troops the Russians will have to 
There seems to be no suffi- 
cient “ factor of safety’ to allow for ac- 
cidents and partial disablements. ‘The 
problem continues to look very serious. 

It is true that the railroad is not the 
only source of supply. There are consid- 
erable accumulations of provisions at 
Port Arthur, at Vladivostok, and at Muk- 
den. To what they amount we do not 
know, but we may be fairly sure that the 
actual amount of them falls short of the 
amount shown on the paper returns. And 
then, the French authority goes on, both 
Manchuria and the maritime province of 
Russian Siberia are agricultural coun- 
trie and produce great quantities of 
grdin as well as great numbers of cattle, 
but neither of these provinces is, in nor- 
mal times, an egporter of food. Conse- 
quently neither normally raises more food 
than is by its own inhabitants, 
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fall below normal, by reason of military 
operations or of military occupation, 
there will be no surplus from this source 
for the feeding of troops. Although the 
purpose of the inquiry which we have 
summarized is to reassure Europe con- 
cerning the subsistence of the Russian 
Army in Eastern Asia, the effect of it 
cannot be called reassuring. 
————— 


THE STEEL AND IRON OUTLOOK. 

The statement of the United States 
Steel Corporation is likely to be consid- 
ered favorable or otherwise according to 
the ability of the person who’ studies it 
to read its figures in the light of a good 
knowledge of the general situation of 
iron and steel and the statistical outlook 
in this line of business. It shows that 
the first quarter of the current year 
was the poorest in business concluded 
and net profits earned of any quarter 
since the corporation was organized; but 
net earnings for the three months of 
$11,263,241, after deducting the sum ap- 
propriated for interest and sinking fund 
for the bonds, are by no means discour- 
aging, and scarcely more so is the fact 
‘that the payment of the dividend on the 
preferred stock shows an apparent defs 
icit of $1,857,120. While it is true that 
the earnings were less than for any 
quarter since the consolidation, the fact 
that the balance applicable to dividends 
was about $2,200,000 greater th¢h that 
for the quarter ended with December 
would seem to indicate an important re- 
duction in current operating expenses 
in proportion to the amount of business 
done. This resolves what many have re- 
garded as an apparent paradox in the 
quarterly report. It should not be for- 
gotten that a great deal of very thorough 
work is now in progress looking to the 
cheapening of production and the reduc- 
tion of operating expenses, and that this 
is doing all along the line. Conditions 
such as those which exist at the moment 
give opportunity for stopping leaks and 
reducing elements of cost which are dis- 
proportionate to selling prices. Syste- 
matic economies of this character are 
the principal concern of the technial 
management of the company, but it is 
to be expected that they will receive less 
successful attention when everything is 
run to the breaking/point than when a 
more leisurely production is possible. 

Perhaps the most suggestive item of 
the statement is that showing that the 
unfilled orders at the end of March ex- 
ceeded by nearly 920,000 tons those on 
the books at the end of December. This 
means that during the past few weeks 
there has been an important increase in 
orders. This is consistent with the gen- 
eral situation. In the pig iron market 
the demand is steadily increasing, and 
the consumption in sight and definitely 
calculable with reference to important 
ifron-consuming enterprises in hand is 
now admitted to be considerably larger 
than was predicted. The demand for 
Bessemer pig indicates that the steel 
trade is preparing for a sustained and 
perhaps a materially increased output, 
a conclusion confirmed by the relatively 
large purchases of basic pig by the open- 
hearth plants. There is a good demand 
for steel, and all the tonnage sold for 
some time past of both billets and sheet 
bars has brought full prices. In finished 
fron and steel the situation is satisfac- 
tory and the outlook favorable, the ex- 
ceptions being plates and structural 
steel, which continue quiet, largely on 
account of the labor troubles, which still 
vex the blilding trades and discourage 
all undertakings in the building line ex- 
cept those which cannot be postponed for 
the reason that the buildings are needed 
for immediate occupation. The railroads 
are still conservative in their purchases. 
Rail orders are small, and the same is 
true of orders for bridge material, In 
these lines, however, deferred purchases 
do not mean trade lost, as might be in 
the case of Summer dress goods or other 
seasonable merchandise which, if not 
taken on time, is not wanted at all. Rail- 
road needs are cumulative, and the scant 
purchases of one year must be made up 
by more liberal purchases another year. 

In a word, the iron and steel industries 
are looking up again, and while it would 
be inconsistent with the National habit 
to have an active business in a Presiden- 
tial election year, such things have hap- 
pened and may happen again. At pres- 
ent there is nothing in the situation or 
the outlook to be worried about, and 
those who find a basis for pessimistic 
prediction in the Steel Corporation’s 
quarterly statement probably do not see 
what it really means, 


COMMISSIONER WOODBURY’S “CHA- 
TEAU.” 

Why the indignant Aldermen should 
describe as a “chateau” the building 
which Commissioner WoopBury has per- 
suaded himself and the Board of Esti- 
mate that he ‘needs in his official busi- 
ness in Brooklyn is more than we un- 
derstand. The building is to be devoted 
in part to stables and in part to offices, 
and neither, of these requirements indi- 
cates a “ chateau,” nor even a “ schloss.” 
It is true that there is a fire engine sta- 
tion fh Centre Street which vividly re- 
Calls the architecture of the French cha- 
teaux, which is at least as inappropriate 
to that purpose as it can be to the pro- 
posed building for the Street Cleaning 
Department. Perhaps Commissioner 
Woopsury’s architect has shown an 
equal facility for putting the right thing 
in the wrong place. 

But the interesting and amusing fact 
about the appropriation is that it should 
have gone through the Board of Alder- 
men unchallenged. It is fatfniliar knowl- 
edge that there are members of that 
body who experience an acute curiosity 
concerning every appropriation which 
comes before it, and do not mean to let 
it go by them until that curiosity is as-

TOPICS CF THE TIMES. 


—Judging from the number of letters 
we are receiving in regard to the manner in 
which the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals does its work—or, rath- 
er, leaves it yndone—there is in the city a 
feeling, already somewhat widespread and 
apparently growing, that this organiza- 
tion is no longer living up to the noble 
standards set in the early years of its ex- 
istence, and that its methods must be 
changed in many and important respects 
if it is much longer to merit the respect 
its achievements earned. Whether just or 
not, there is an impression that with it 
means have overshadowed ends, that privi- 
leges and powers are sought and defended 
with so much energy that there is com- 
paratively little left to be devoted to the 
performance of duties, and that the man- 
agement, the official staff, considers itself 
several times before the dumb creatures 
that are the only reason for its existence, 
We are not prepared to declare the current 
criticisms well founded, but they are so 
numerous and come from such sources that 
they cannot be ignored, and, unless they 
can be thoroughly refuted, they must lead 
in time to drastic action. A letter that ex- 
presses with an approach to moderation 
the belief that something is radically 
wrong with the society begins with an ap- 
peal for us to draw attention to “ the cor- 
ner in mercy, the humane trust, established 
by Mr. Harns.” ‘“ What,” it continues, 
* would be thought of the motives of hos- 
pital authorities who legislated to have 
theirs the only institution of the kind in a 
city, even in a small one? There stand 
ready to-day devoted animal lovers who 
would be only too glad to combine in an 
organization which should really have for 
its object the amelioration of the cruel con- 
ditions in which the majority of animals 
in New York live, but they are prevented 
from helping the helpless by the law. Mr. 
Hatns will not even let the Bands of Mercy, 
that excellent children’s society, operate in 
New York. What qualifications has he 
that entitle him to play the role of auto- 
crat over the lives and fate of the city’s 
animals? It is acknowledged in his latest 
report that the society spent over $194,000 
in one year, which represented bequests, 
for the most part. The dues from mem- 
bers are comparatively small, there being, 
it is said, less than 2,000 of them. Marble 
palace, excessiye expenditures, dog-in-the- 
manger policy—certainly the time for a 
new society seems to have arrived.” That 
“certainly” seems to us premature, and 
we do not believe that anything like a 
majority of the animals in New York City 
are cruelly treated, but it is beyond ques- 
tion that the 8. P. C. A. no longer has 
the confidence of all those who have its 
avowed objects deeply at heart. That it 
has always had enemies is to its credit, 
but not creditable is the fact that many 
who would naturally be its warm friends 
are now antagonistic or indifferent, 


—Some people are strangely particular 
about the way other people say things, as 
well as about what they say. One of the 
headlines placed by us yesterday over a 
story of what happened when a Texan City 
Marshal and his posse took uninvited part 
in a little family controversy, read as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ Dead Men Resisted Arrest En- 
gineered to Stop Texas Feud.” Looked at 
in cold blood by the morning light the 
words are, perhaps, a little puzzling, but 
they were arranged late at night and in a 
hurry, and, as sometimes is the case in 
those circumstances, style suffered. The 
sentence, though rather dreadfully elljptical, 
is all right, and ninety-nine persons out of 
a hundred would comprehend it instantly, 
thanks to the assistance given by the head- 
line just above this one, which was “‘ Posse 
Killed Two Brothers.” But the one person 
out of the hundred has found delight in 
pretending that he didn’t understand, and 
has written to us for more information. 
“The details,” he declares, ‘“‘ must be ex- 
tremely interesting, I should be glad to 
learn why it was deemed advisable to ar- 
rest the dead men, and how the deceased 
defended themselves.’ Isn’t that a sight! 
Well, we strive to please, and, instead of 
entering into any sarcastic disquisition on 
the word should and its use by our in- 
quisitievy correspondent, we will, for his 
private benefit, fill in each hiatus in the 
line—thus: “The Men Now Dead Resisted 
the Arrest That had Been Engineered to 
Stop a Texas Feud.” Does that make it 
clear that tne men were not dead when they 
resisted arrest? If so, the country is safe, 
and he and we can safely turn our atten- 
tion to smaller but not altogether unim- 
port matters like the war in the East and 
the prospects in the approaching Presi- 
dential campaign.

EXPERIENCE AT A BARGAIN. 


Edward Bok’s Revelations Indicate That 
New York Is the Place to Get It.

A man came to New York to spend a few 
days. He had pecuniary experiences as 
follows: A railroad cabman wanted 85 
cents for bringing him to his hotel; proper 
charge, 85 cents. The hotel newsstand 
wanted 10 cents for a newspaper; proper 
charge, 8 cents. Fee to waiter for dinner, 
15 cents; waiter grumbled and was report- 
ed. Cab to the theatre, charge, $2; proper 
charge, $1. For 100 violets, charge, $8; 
paid $4. Theatre, all seats sold; referred 
to speculators; summoned manager and 
got two excellent seats forthwith. Cab 
back to hatel, charge, $2.50; paid $1 
Crackers and milk for lunch, charge, © 
cents; appeal to manager; paid 20 cents. 
An antique shop wanted $75 for a bogus 
Delft plate; protest; plate reduced to $3. 
Five-dollar andirons offered to visitor for 
$40. Worked-over print offered him as 
original drawing. For haircut and sham- 
poo, charge, $1; paid 60 cents. For moving 
trunks, charge, $1.50; paid 50 cents. Hack 
to ferry, charge, $2.50; paid $1.25. Relat- 
ing these experiences in greater detail than 
we have given, he winds up: “And I 
don’t think I look ‘from the country,’ 
either.”” He was not from the country. 
His name is Edward Bok, and he divulged 
these experiences in his own periodical, 

What is there about Philadelphia that a 
man from there should make so curious an 
impression on industrial New York? Never 
mind, If Mr. Bok had gratified the de- 
mands of all the hackmen, barbers, waiters, 
and others who overcharged him, it would 
have cost him five or six dollars more 
than he paid.

Platt’s Corporation to be Joint Ten- 
ant with Interborough. 


TWENTY-STORY BUILDING PLA 


Adjoining Property Purchased from 
Grace Church to Insure Light and 
Air Protection. 


Further details which came to light yes- 
terday regarding the large purchases of 
real estate at Rector Street and Trinity 
Place disclosed the plans of the United 
States Express Company to erect a large 
office building on the site, which will be 
occupied jointly by that corporation and 
the Interborough Rapid Transit Company. 

On the second floor of the building there 
will be an elevated railroad station con- 
necting the Sixth and Ninth Avenue lines, 
although it is believed that for the present 
there is no plan for connecting the two 
sets of tracks by a loop. 

The United States Express Company has 
owned for some time the property 58 and 
60 Trinity Place, and has now purchased, 
through Broker John N. Golding, 56, 62, 64, 
and 66 Trinity Place, running through to 
91 to 97 Greenwich Street, and the adjofn- 
ing parcels at 8 to 12 Rector Street—the 
whole making a plot of about 15,000 square 
feet, with frontages of 118 feet on Rector 
Street, 141 feet on Trinity Place,, and 106 
feet on Greenwich Street. These properties 
were sold by the New York Protestant 
Episcopal School, commonly known as 
Trinity School, with the exception of 66 
Trinity Place, which was owned by the 
Morrell estate. 

The property along the south side of 
Rector Street, between Trinity Place and 
Greenwich Street, has also been sold by 
Grace Church, through Broker Golding. 
The buildings on this plot, known as 50 


and 52 Trinity Place, and 5, 7, 7%, and 9 
Rector Street, will be allowed to remain 
as they are as a protection to the light 
and air of the tall building to be built on 
the block to the north. 

The new building will probably be twen- 
y stories in height, and it is said that the 

nited States Express Company and the 
Interborough Company will have space in 
it about equally. ll the offices of the ex- 

ress company, now at 49 Broadway, will 

9 removed to the new structure. 

The properties which have just been sold 
were given to Trinity School and Grace 
Church over 100 years ago, and title has 
been vested in these institutions ever since. 
Grace Church had a claim for $90,000 dam- 
ages pending against the Manhattan Rail- 
wa Sompany as a result of the building 
of the elevated roads, but the United States 
Express Company has a to waive this 
on condition that the Interborough Com- 
pany take a large amount of space in the 


new building. 

The express company’s building project 
is regarded as one of great importance 
since it is the first large undertaking in 
the down-town territory west of Broadw: 
and may prove to be only the forerunner 
of other large operations in the same 


neighborhood.

They left the bank of the river in a row- 
boat, and later the boat was found upside 
down. Searching parties have been or- 
ganized, and are patrolling the river in the 
hope that some trace of the bodies may be 
found, but up to this evening no trace had 
been found. 

Murphy is Captain of the local corps of 
volunteer life savers, and is registered with 
his crew at the headquarters in New York. 
He has been one of the best known life- 
guards in this vicinity during the past 
ten years, having served under James A. 
Bradley at the Asbury Avenue bathing 
grounds, and also at Bradley Beach. He 


has figured in many thrilling rescues, and 
it is believed his death, if it has occurred, 
was only due to his efforts to save the 


lives of his companions. 

The only information that seems to be of 
a definite character comes from Charles 
Bennett of Glendola, who accom fed the 
men in the boat. His only recollection of 
the affair is wading ashore in water up to 
his armpits. He expressed surprise at the 
reports of his comrades drowning, and is 
unable to give any intelligent reason for the 


accident.

WESTCHESTER ROAD’S GRANT.

Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy;

Activity and Tone of Business Continue 
Good—Gold Exports and Other 
Market Talk. 


The market kept its headway remark- 
ably yesterday. Active stocks did not 
show a single decline exceeding a frac- 
tion, and but few of them, while among 
fifty advances there were a dozen of a 
point or more. The volume of business 
was but a trifle smaller than on Tuesday, 
and the distribution continued to show 
improvement, many into the ten-thou- 
sand-share class. Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific continued active, but 
firm rather than strong. In both activity 
and buoyancy they yielded place to Steel 
preferred, which gained 2 points. Those 
who liked the report thought the rise 
was on account of the showing discussed 
yesterday, but there were the usual dis- 
senters who thought the shorts: were be- 
ing forced to cover, and that distribution 
was being promoted by a strong market. 
The points the former class insisted upon 
was that on the basis of March’s earnings 
the trust could earn as well as pay its 
dividend on the preferred, while there 
is greater likelihood of improvement 
than deterioration from March’s show- 
ing. On the other hand, it was pointed 
out that even conceding this, there re- 
mained a deficiency in the depreciation 
account, and that there was no allow- 
for making up the existing defi- 
ciency in the surplus, which was none 
too large at best, and is shrinking under 
the policy of dividing up to the hilt in 
continuance of the policy which caused 
what is often called the mistake of be- 
ginning dividends on the common.

$1,124,000, which was responsible for the 
increase of the aggregate of bond busi-' 
ness Over last week’s Wednesday. The 
general tone was cheerful, despite some 
reaction in Consolidated Tobacco 4s. 

Gold exports were announced, and 
were a surprise only in the sense that 
they were not indicated by the price of 
exchange on Tuesday. But present ship- 
ments are not on an exchange basis, 
even were Tuesday’s market admitted to 
be normal, instead of being under sus- 
picion of depression to keep gold here. 
Gold is being sent because in the pres- 
ent conditions of the commodity move- 
ment there is not a suppty of bills ade- 
quate to meet engagements abroad. The 
February statement for the Nation, an 
last week’s statement for the city, show 
that we are not sending out goods, and 
hence must send gold, nor do yesterday’s 
prices for wheat and cotton afford any 
immediate prospect of change. However, 
nobody is worrying. Something more 
than twice as much gold is due to ar- 
rive as is reported engaged for shipment 
within the next few days, and the Klon- 
dike yield estimates are now advanced

The Continental Securities Company, 
as the holder of 500 shares of Northern 
Securities, has begun a lawsuit for the 
return to it and other shareholders of 
the exact securities deposited in ex- 
change for the Northern Securities issue.

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GOLD EXPORTS INCREASED. 


Two Additional Engagements—Amount 
to Go by To-day’s Steamer $2,925,000. 


Engagements of gold for export made 
yesterday brought the amount of the pre- 
cious metal to be shipped to Paris by to- 
day’s steamer up to $2,925,000. The amounts 
taken in addition to the $600,000 previously 
engaged by the Royal Bank of Canada 
were $825,000 by Goldman, Sachs & Co. 
and $1,500,000 by Lazard Fréres. These 
relatively large engagements were the sub- 
ject of interested discussion in Exchange 
cireles, especially in view of the belief that 
some effort had been made to prevent the 
shipment of gold at this time. In some 
quarters it was asserted that there was 
no profit in shipping gold now, but the 
more general opinion was that yesterday’s 
engagements were perfectly natural in view 
of the general exchange situation, and that 
gold was being sent because under exist- 
jing conditions it was the cheapest form 
of cover. / 

It is an interesting fact that the amount 
of to-day’s shipments of gold to Paris is 
less than the amount of gold expected to 
arrive to-day in San Francisco from Yoko- 
hama. A banking house which has been 
prominent in the movement of gold from 
Japan to this country stated yesterday that 
$4,000,000 is due in San Francisco to-day, 
and that probably as much more will ar- 
rive within the next ten days. Part of the 
gold arriving from Japan to-day is con- 
signed to one of the bankers who figure 
in to-day’s shipments from this port to 
Paris. 

It is pointed out that these shipments are 
probably not based on a profit to be made 
in a triangular exchange operation by the 
sale of sterling exchange here and the 
purchase of an equivalent amount of ster- 
ling in Paris, but represent remittances 
which could’ be made “more cheaply by 


sending gold than by: purchases of bills 
of exchange. One house that is to receive

to-day said yesterday that had they not 
already remitted to Europe the amount 
which they are receiving from Japan they 
too would be obliged to send gold to the 
other side. 

Business in foreign exchange was not 
very active yesterday, but during part of 
the day at least rates were as high as they 
have been at any time during the present 
upward movement. At the close demand 
sterling Was quoted at $4.8735, or about 
10 points below the highest.

Wall Street Speculation as to the Iden- 
. tity of the Seller. 


Fifty thousand dollars of the first mort- 
gage bonds of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company were disposed of at Muller's 
auction sale yesterday at 26%. There was 
some speculation as to wilere the bonds 
came from, since a few of the up-State 
investors in the securities are the only 
ones remaining who have not deposited 
their bonds with the Reorganization. Com- 
mittee. 

As the Kavanaugh bonds are now being 


made the basis of one suit against certain 
of the promoters of the shipbuilding com- 
pany, it is taken that the disposal of the 
present block was by another bondholder, 
and.for the purpose of bringing suit in a 
different form from that chosen by Mr.

COMMODITY PRICES. 


The Index Number of commodity prices 
proportioned to consumption, according to 
the figures compiled by Dun’s Review, was 
$102.482 on April 1, compared with $103.- 
615 a month previous, and $99.267 on 
April 1, 1903. The decline of about 1 per 
cent, during March was chiefly due to 
the natural influences of the advancing 
season, but in some measure to the re- 
action in several staples that had been 
inflated by speculation. Thus far, how- 
ever, the products affected by manipula- 
tion have lost little of the premium above 
normal, and uncertainty regarding weather 
conditions in the agricultural sections has 
made it comparatively easy to sustain quo- 
tations, despite the fact that exports have 
fallen to a very unsatisfactory aggregate. 


The most _Striking deptine for the month 
Was over 5 per cent. in breadstuffs, while 
meats were slightiy lower, and the two 
other food divisions showed moderate ad- 
vances, 

Owing mainly to the Spring discount for 
anthracitte coal and cheaper petroleum, 
the metals class weakened in the aggre- 
gate, notwithstanding a somewhat hieber 
average for iron and ‘steel and minor 
mteals. The cost of living, as meAsured 
by the wholesale price of a year’s per 
capita supply of all the necessaries of 
life, with due regard for the relative im- 
ortance of each, is still far above normal; 
in fact, with the single exception of March 
i, it exceeds all records for recent years. 


MARCH BANK CLEARINGS. 

On the subject of bank clearings during 
the month of March, Bradstreet’s says: 

March bank clearings at ninety-three 
cities aggregate $8,335,982,194, an increase 
of 8.7 per cent. over those of February, 
but a decrease of 12.5 per cent. from March 
a year ago, & per cent. from March, 1902, 
and 16 per cent. from 1901, but show a gain 
of 9.7. per eent. over March, 1900.

COTTON.—The net result 
slight reaction, perhaps more 
after the declines of the last few days, the 
upward tendency being interspersed by fre- 
quent reactions, and the undertone of the market 
was more nervous apparently than steady. There 
was a distinct feeling that the reports of curtail- 
ment in Fall River had received greater atten- 
tion than they deserved.

which might result in a temporary advance. In 
addition to this, bullish sentiment had to en- 
courage it a rather firm set of Liverpool cables, 
attributed by private advices to buying by 
spinners, and also very small receipts. At first, 
however, there was considerable selling. The 
same people who have recently been hammering 
the market were selling at the opening. New 
Orleans also appeared to be selling. The open- 
ing here was easy at a decline of 2@10 points. 
immediately afterward Liverpool sagged off to 
match, and, with New Orleans weak, commis- 
sion howses showed a disposition to sell long 
cotton, with the result that inside of ten minutes 
prices showed a net loss of from 18 to 20 points 
on the active months, This level attracted buy- 
ing of a very substantial character,

PRESIDENT WINTER’S DENIAL 


He Says He Tries to Get the Men to 
Come Directly to Him with 
Any Grievances. 


Despite denials of President Winter of 
the Brookiyn Rapid ‘Transit Company 
of a strike peril, yesterday secret agents of 
the company were busy all day in search of 
information as to the perfection of a secret 
organization among the motormen and con- 
ductors of the company with an ultimate 
view of being in a position to enforce de- 
mands for a betterment of their condition. 
These agents even came to newspaper of- 
fices in the course of their search. 

The facts, which have been known for 
several days, came from employes of the 
company who themselves have been ap- 
proached on the organization and. strike 
proposition by means of the endless chain 
cards, and one of whom attended the meet- 
ing on Monday evening. Regardless of 
whether a strike be imminent or distant, 
the work of organization which was going 
on yesterday as it has before, has only one 
purpose—to pave the way for the presen- 
tation of demands on the company and 
their enforcement by a strike if necessary. 

President Winter admitted that the com- 
pany is taking on more men this year than 
they have during previous years, but said 
that whatever was done in that direction 
was in preparation for the increased busi- 
ness of the Summer season and not because 
any trouble with the men was anticipted. 

“By July 1,” said Mr. Winter, ‘‘ we ex- 
pect to have on our rolls 100 per cent. more 
motormen and conductors than we had in 
December. It is true that we are utilizing 
three school cars just now instead of one, 


and I wish we had six. This is due to the 
desire of the officers and myself to have 
our new men‘better instructed than former- 
ly before we send them out on runs. 

“I, of course, cannot say that the men 
are not being organized. That might be 
done without any information reaching us. 
But I still believe that-if anything of that 
nature was a * on I would be liable to 
know about it. ven if the men were be- 
ing organized that would not necessarily 
mean a strike. I am not aware of any 
grievances among the men, except such 
minor differences as are liable to arise 
from time to time and which are readily 
and promptly adjusted to the satisfaction 
of both the men and the company. I have 
endeavored-to make the men feel that they 
can come direct to me with any grievances 
they may have and be assured of getting a 
square deal. That is to my mind the best, 
in fact the only proper, way to deal with 
one’s employes.” 

President Winter denied the statement 
that 500 conductors had been dismissed last 
Saturday on reports of ‘spotters.’’. Re- 
ports of the company show that only fif- 
teen employes left of their own volition or 
were discharged that day. 

The statement printed in THe TiIMps as 
coming from Vice President and General 
eneger Calderwood of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company and which has been de- 
nied by him, was. given to THE TimEs’s re- 
porter by. President .-inter’s private secre- 
tary in response to a request for an official 
statement and after the facts contained in 
the story had been submitted to Mr. Calder- 
wood by the latter. 


NO DISPUTES WITH NURSES. 


City Superintendent Maxwell’s Order 
to the School Principals. 
An alleged attempt on the part of the 


public school Principals to give orders to 
the nurses that are assigned by the Board 


of Health to look after the children sent, “‘ment-as indicated in the charge. The ether 


home by the Medical Inspectors has caused 
an investigation. These nurses are en- 
tirely independent of the school officials, 
and refuse to take any orders from them. 
Disputes arose, and the nurses reported 
to Commissioner Darlington that they were 
being interfered with. 

A. few days ago Health Commissioner 
Darli::gton .wrote to City Superintendent 
Maxwell and asked him take some action. 
As a result, Dr. Maxwell has sent a letter 
to each of his Principals. In it he calls 
attention to’the facts that friction has de- 
veloped and that the nurses are assigned 
to look after the children, so that the chil- 


dren may get back to.school as soon as 
possible. The letter concludes: 

‘In many cases, were it not for such at- 
tention the. children would not be giyen 
proper medical care and prolonged ab- 
sence, necessitating the intervention of the 
truancy department, would result. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the nurses if given 
preper opportunity will aid the Principals 
n maintaining a high percentage of attend- 
ance. You are requested therefore to co- 
operate with these’ nurses_in the proper 
discharge of their duties. If questions of 
authority arise please communicate with 
me, and I will endeavor to adjust matters 
satistactorily with the Department of 
Health.” : ’ 


CUMISKY LEAVES OFFICE. 


Finance Examiher, Accused of Poolroom 
Affiliations, Resigns. 


Eugene J. Cumisky, the examiner in the 
Department of Finance who has at various 
times been reported to be the manager of a 
poolroom syndicate, has resigned. The res- 
ignation took effect March 31, although the 
fact did not become known until yesterday, 
when it appeared in The City Record. 

Cumisky has been on leave of absence 
without pay since last Summer, when news- 


papers published reports of his connections 
with poolroom enterprises. He explained 
at the time that his eyesight was so bad 
that he could not perform his duties, and 
submitted certifcates from physicians and 
oculists to bear him out.

CHARITIES CHEMIST HEARD. 


Dr. Dreyfuss Denies the Five Charges 
Against Him. 


Commissioner of Charities Tully conduct- 
ed a hearing yesterday afternoon on the 
charges against Dr. Wolfram E. Dreyfuss, 
the chemist of the department. There are 
five specifications in the charges that Dr. 
Dreyfuss is called upon to answer. 

The first was that Dr. Dreyfuss, in De- 
cember last, called at the office of H. Jo- 
seph Sicklén, who formerly furnished the 
department with a patent milk, and told 
him that if he would give Mrs. Dreyfuss a 
fifty-dollar hat or a pin for Christmas he 
would see that Sicklen received the con- 
tract to supply the department with the 
milk. Dr. Dreyfuss denied it. 

The second charge relates to the pur- 
chase of hot-water bags. James T. Dough- 
erty had agreed to supply the department 
with several dozen of patented bags at 
$8.75 a dozen. ‘Dougherty did not know 
when he made the bid that the bags sold 
at wholesale at $12.80 per dozen. Dr. Drey- 
fuss, according to the charge, told Dough- 
erty’s representative that he would let him 
off on the rest of the contract if he would 
supply two dozen of the bags. Dr. Drey- 
fuss explained this by saying that he had 
told the representative that if he could 
furnish bags as good as the patented bags 


&t the bid price he would accept them, but 
that he had not made any such :¢’ ge- 


charges related to the adding of extra 
sheets for supplies after the bids had been 
opened and approved. Dr. Dreyfuss ad- 
mitted that extra sheets were often added 
when there was an urgent demand for sup- 
plies, and said that the custom was an old 
one in the department. Several witnesses 
testified to Dr. Dreyfuss’s good character. 
Decision was reserved. ' 


FREE RIDES TO SCHOOL. 


Bill Making City Pay Some Pupils’ Car- 
fares Among Those Mayor “ O. K.’s.” 


Hearings were held before Mayor Mc- 
Clellan yesterday on several legislative 
bills which had been received by him for 
official action before being disposed of at 
Albany. Principal among them was the 
amendment to the charter permitting the 
city to accept “all or none”’ bids for city 
bonds, whereas at present all bidders must 
bid solely for ‘‘all or any part’’ of any 
isssue. The Mayor approved all of the 
bills before him, and forwarded them to 
Albany last night. 

The first hearing was on the Chamber- 
lain’s bill giving that official power to 
deputize one of his clerks or deputies to 
sign warrants, bonds, and like papers in 
his absence or illness. The second was on 
the .act of giving power to the Board of 


Education to enter into contracts with 
street railway and elevated road companies 
for the transportation of school children 
in congested districts to other less crowded 
schools. Commissioner R. L. Harrison of 
the board told the Mayor that that body 
proves the measure unanimously. 

he other bills on which hearings were 
held allow the Board of Estimate to audit 
and allow Fire Department claims, to fix 
salaries for women probation officers, and 
to fix salaries for Fire Department chap- 
tains.

ECONOMY. FOR SHIP COMBINE. 


Ismay Cuts Off Private Office and Pier 
Telegraph Service. 


A further step in the policy of retrench- 
ment inaugurated by President Ismay of 
the International Mercantile Marine on his 
return to this country was taken yesterday, 
when the private telegraph service of the 
American and Red Star Lines between their 
respective offices and piers here and in 
Philadelphia was discontinued and the em- 
ployes discharged. 

The dismissed employes included a super- 
intendent at $250 a month, an assistant 
superintendent at $150 a month, and about 
fifteen operators. They received three 
months’ salary upon discharge. Since Pres- 
ident Ismay’s arrival almost daily con- 
ferences have been held between him and 
the other executive officers of the company 
and further reductions of force are expected 
inthe immediate future.
